eee BY andſctdownecertaine Oꝛders and Conſtitutions, to be fromhencefoozth 
—— tnutolably kept and oblerued , fo: the better maintaining of the bꝛeed and 

entreale of Saltpeter, and the true making of Gunpowder, and foz refozming and ſuppꝛeſling all 

abules concerning the lame in theſe Articles following. 


1. E Arſt, That no perlon oꝛ perſons whatſoeuer, within this Kingdome of England, o: Dor: 
of Wales, doe from hencefooꝛth pane with Stone oꝛ Bꝛicke, o2 flooze with Board an 


houſe, oꝛ Douecoat, oꝛ lay the ſame with Lime, Sand, Grauell, oꝛ other thing, whereby ib 5 F 
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and encreaſe of the Myne of Saltpeter may be hindered o2tmpaircd , But ſhall ſuffer the 0028 0 


ground thereof to lie open, with good and mellow earth, apt to bꝛeed encreale of the ſaid Myne and 
Saltpeter, and lo continue and keepe the lame. 


2. That no Inne keepers, oꝛ others, that keepe Stables fo2 trauellers and paſſengers, doe ble 
any deceiptfull meanes oꝛ deuites, whereby to deſtroy oz hinder the growth of Saltpeter in thoſe 
Stables; And that no Stables at all be pitched, paued oꝛ grauelled, where the Hozle feet ble to ſtand, 
but planked onely, Noꝛ be paued, pitched oꝛ grauelled, befoꝛe the plankes next the mangers, but that 
both places be kept and maintained with good and mellow earth, fit and apt to bꝛeed and encreaſe 
the Myne of Saltpeter. and laide with nothing which may hurt the ſame. 


3. That all and euery ſuch perſon and perlons, as hauing heretofoꝛe had any Donehoule,Doue- 
coat oꝛ Stable, (which were then good nourceries fo? the bꝛeed of Myne of Daltpeter) haue ſithence 
caried out the good mould from thence, and filled the place againe with Lime,grauell, ſand,rubbiſh, 
oꝛ other like ſtuffe, 02 paued oꝛ flooꝛed the lame, whereby the growth of Saltpeter Myne there,hath 
beene decayed oꝛ deſtroyed; ſhall, and doe within three moneths next comming, take bpthe lapde 
pauements and boards againe, and cary out the ſaid Grauell, Lime and offenſiue ſtuffe from thence, 
and fill the plate againe with good and mellow earth, fit foꝛ the encreaſe of Saltpeter, thꝛee foote 
deepe at the leaſt, and ſo continue and keepe the ſame fo2 the bzeedof Saltpeter Mpne. 


4. That no perſon oz perſons, of what degree oꝛ eſtate ſoener, ſhall hinder oꝛ deny any Salt⸗ 
peter-man, lawfully deputed thereunto, in the digging, taking, oz woꝛking of any ground oz earth, 
which by Commiſſion may be taken and wꝛought foꝛ Saltpeter; Noz any Conſtable, oꝛ other Offi- 
ter doe, 02 ſhall fozbeare oz neglect to furniſh any ſuch Saltpeter man, with conuement cartages ne- 
ceſlary foꝛ his wozke ; And that all and euery Juſtice and Juſtices of the Peace ofany Countie, Ci⸗ 
ty, 02 Cozpozation, to whom the ſayd Daltpeter man ſhall addzefſe himſelfe foz aMſtance, doe not 
faile, at his and their perils, to take pꝛelent conrle therein, That his Maieſties Seruice ſuffer not 
by his oꝛ their default. 


5. That no perſon oz perſons, ſhall directly oꝛ indirectly, giue oꝛ offer to any Saltpeter maker, 
deputic Saltpeter-man, o2 others, imployed about the getting 02 making of Saltpeter, any gratui⸗ 
tie, benefit, Hire 02 reward; Moꝛ any ſuch wWozkeman, imploped about Saltpeter, ſhall take oz re- 
£ctue any luch gratuitie, benefit, hire oꝛ reward, foꝛ the ſparing oꝛ foꝛbearing ofany ground oz place, 
which Could oꝛ may bee digged oꝛ wꝛought foꝛ Saltpeter, o2 of any cariages thereunto belonging 
oꝛ fo2 concealing, oꝛ not diſcouering ofany offence oꝛ offences, committed againſt the true meaning of 
this Pꝛotlamation, oꝛ otherWile to the hinderante ofthis Seruite. 


6. That no Saltpeter-man, who ſhall hereafter vſe and take the earth oꝛ flooze of any Doue⸗ 
Houſe oꝛ Donecoat, foꝛ their making of Saltpeter, ſhall digge oz cary the ſame earth, but in ſuch con- 
uenient time ofthe day, and wozke it inſuch mancr, as may giue leaſt diſturbance and hurt to the 
Pigeons, and entreale of their bꝛeed; and in the chiete times of bꝛeedung, that it bee not done abone 
two houres in any one dap, and that about the midi? of ihe day, when the Pigeons vle to be abꝛoad; 
And ſhall in icke lealonable time, cary in the laid carth airer it thal be wzought, and ſpꝛead it there, 
and make flat the flooze of the ame Douehoute and Douccoar, and leaue it well and ozderly, accoz- 
ding to the Direction and Jnſtructions ginen by His Maieſties Lommiſſion, and the Deputation 
thereupon made vnto him. 


7. That all Saltpeter men and wozkers in Saltpeter, after they haue bꝛoken any other ſo:ts 
of ground, and wꝛought ouer the earth taken from thence, doe, and challakterwards within conue- 
nient time, befoze the remooue of their wozke from thence, fill vp the place againe, and leaue it in 
ſuch good aud oꝛderly caſe as they found the lame, atcoꝛding to their Inſtructions afoꝛeſaid; And 
that no owner oz poſſeſſour of any Douehouſe, oꝛ Grounds, ſhall Hinder oꝛ diſturbe any Wozkemen 
from doing what is pzeſcribedin this, and the next pꝛecedent Article. 


83. That no perſon oꝛ perſons whatſoener, doe at any time hereafter make, oꝛ tauſe to be made 
foꝛ Seruite againſt any enemie, oꝛ foꝛ Sale, any Gunpowder ok auv Saltpeter, made, oꝛ to be made 
within the Realme of England, o2 Dominion of Wales, but of ſuch Saltpeter onely, as is oz ſhall be 
made by Warrant of his Mateſties Commiſſion, granted oꝛ to be granted in that behalke. 


9. That no Saltpeter- man oꝛ maker of Saltpeter, doe at any tune hereafter tranſpoꝛt, oꝛ tauſe 
to be tranſpoꝛted into the parts beyond the Seas; oꝛ ſell, giue, vtter, oꝛ put to lale, oꝛ cauſe to be ſold, 
vttered, oꝛ put to ſale within the ſaid Realme oz Domimon, any Saltpeter, made within the ſayd 
Realine of England, but onely to his Maieſties Stoꝛzehouſe, to his Maieſties Powder maker there: 
And that no perſon pꝛeſume to buy any Saltpeter, made by vertue of his Maieſties Commiſſion, but 
his Maieſties Powder maker onely, to whom it ſhall not be lawfull to receiue foꝛany Powder to be 
ſolde by him to his Mateſties Subiects, aboue ten pence the pound. 


10, That no Powder whatſoeuer, either made within the Realme, oꝛ impoꝛted from foꝛreigne 
parts, be hereafter ſolde oꝛ vttered within this Realme, oꝛ Dominions afoꝛelſaid, by any perſon oꝛ 
perſons, befoze the lame be firſt tryed, pꝛooued, and allowed bythe lwoꝛne Pꝛaofe maſter, alreadie 
appointed oꝛ to be appointed, and by him marked, as hath becne heretofoꝛe vled, whereby his Ma- 
ieſties louing Subietts may take notice of the ſo2zts ofthe laid Gunpowder, and the goodneſle there- 
of, and the vſes to which it map moſt aptly be applytd. 


11. That no perſon pꝛeſume oꝛ attempt to counterfeit the marke oꝛ markes, bled, oꝛ to be bled by 
the laid P2oofe-maſter, to the purpoſe afozeſaid, Oꝛ doe wozke oꝛ put in pꝛactiſe any fraud, deceipt, 
oꝛ ſleight, by mixing oꝛ mingling any Gunpowder, oz otherwiſe, whereby his Maieſties meaning, 
befoꝛe expꝛeſſed, may be altered, diuerted, oꝛ abuled. 


12, That the Þ:oofe-maſter, appointed and tobe appointed, doe diligently attend to doe His du⸗ 
tie faithfully and truely, in making pꝛoofe ot the layd Gunpowder, and to marke none but that 
which ſhall be good and ſufficient, and anſwerable to the markes, And that hee take not aboue ſice 
pence Fee, ſoꝛ any Barrell of Powder of one hundꝛed weight, which ſhall by him ve tried, pzooued, 
and marked as afoꝛeſaid and lo pꝛopoꝛtiouably not aboue that rate, fo2 greater oꝛ leſſer quantities. 


A L1 which Articles, and enery ot them, His Maieſtie doeth hereby ſtraitly charge and commannd 

all mauner of perſous, of what quality loeuer they be, duely to oblerue and fulfill; And all Offi 
ters and perſous in Authoꝛitie, whom it may concerne, duely, carcfully and diligently to ſee, and 
cauſe the ſameto bee obſerued, fulfilled, and put in execution, as they, and euer ot them, will auopde 
His Maieſties heauy diſpleaſure, and the cenſure of being holden contenmers of His Maieſties Royal 
Commandement, iu a matter of high conſequence ,foz the publique ſeruite and ſafety of the State, 
and vpon ſuch further penalties and puniſhments, as foꝛ example of terroꝛ to others, their con- 
cempts and want of dnety ſhall demerit , and by his Maieſties Pꝛerogatiue Nopall, oz otherwiſe, 
hall be found fit in Honour and Juſtice to be inflicted vpon them. 

And fo: the better and moꝛe ſpeedy perfozmance of this Dcruice , His Maieſties will and plea- 
ſure is, That the commiſſioners foꝛ the Naute , ſhall from time to time take notice of all ſuch com⸗ 
plaints, as (hall be bꝛought vnto them, touching any offence that ſhallbe committed, contrary to this 

zoclamation,etther in the neglecting. hindꝛing, oz diſturbing this his Maieſties Seruice, oz in abu⸗ 

g che Subiect: And that the ſaid Commiſſioners ſhall certifie the ſame, to his Maieſties right 
truſtte, and right welbeloued Conſen and Countelloꝛ, Gcorge Duke of Buckingham, Lozd high Adin 
rall of England, and to Hts right trultie and welbeloued Councelloz, George, Loꝛd Carew, Maſter of 
the Oꝛdenante, to Whole ſpectall truſt and care, his Maieſtie hath committed the Gonernment of 
the ſayd 2Bulinefſe, by Commiſſion vnder the great Seale of England: And that they, oꝛ either of 
them, (hall from time to time ſend fo2 all offenders complained of, and tauſe them to be examined 
by the ſapd Commiſſioners of the Nauie; And vpon their repoꝛt, talc ſuch further oꝛder therein, 
by referringthe offenders to be pꝛoſecuted inthe high Court of Starre chamber, oz otherwiſe, as to 
their Wiledomes ſhall ſeeme meete; Commanding and authozizing his Maieſties Attourney Ges 
nerall, fo: the time being, vpon ſuch Reference from theſapd Duke ok Buckingham, oz Lozd Carew, 02 
other infozmation ginen vnto him, of any mildemeanour committed, contrary to the true meaning 
of any the Articles afozelatd,to pꝛoſecute and pꝛoteed againſt the ſaid offenders .in the ſaid high Courẽ 
of Starre chamber: It being Hts Maieſties expꝛeſſe pleaſure, That ſeuere puniſhment ſhall beexe- 
cuted vpon all the ſaid offenders whatloeuer.
